SOLDIER RELIEF 


PRESIDENT'S COMMITTEE HOLDS 
MEETING TO GET FACTS AND 
RECOMMEND PLANS. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 
Washington, — President 
Harding’s 
committee into whose hands has been 
given the duty of speeding up the 
work of relief for the wounded and 
sick soldiers of the United Stales, has 
held its first meetings. 
It is possible for your correspond­ 
ent to give in detail the intention* of 
the committee as they will he set 
down in the report to the President, 
who will frame Ids recommendations 
to congress thereon. 
Tile first duty of the committee has 
been to notify the various officials of 
the war risk insurance bureau, of the 
vocational training bureau aud of the 
public health service that they will he 
expected to answer questions in a 
quick endeavor by the committee to 
get explanations for the partial fail­ 
ure of relief work in lite past. 
Amor* 
lean Legion officials from various parts 
of the country also have been sum* 
moiled and from them a t first hand the 
conditions affecting the sick and th** 
wounded as they exist in the various 
communities of the hind are to he de­ 
termined. 
It has been from the first the In­ 
tention of the committee to get the 
salient facts of existing conditions so 
that It can toll congress, through the 
President, 
specifically 
how 
seeming 
wrongs can he rectified. 
The com­ 
mittees of congress, 
therefore, 
will 
have in concrete form the recommen­ 
dations of th** committee endorsed by 
American Legion officials everywhere, 
ami reinforced by the s|a*cif5c endorse­ 
ment of the President of tit© United 
States. 
It Is said that the American 
Legion nftlci.il* did not have to urge 
the President to Ila* necessity of quick 
and hearty action iii these cases. 


Consolidation Seem# Certain. 
It 
cents ecrtaiu that all the various 
bureaus of government which have 
been trusted with the work of soldier 
relief will lie speedily consolidated iii 
on** bureau, and that scattering work 
will la* a tiling of the past. 
Tin? new 
organization will ie under tile direct 
charge of one of the assistant secre­ 
taries of *u»** of the great departments 
of government who will give virtually 
ids enfin? time to iii** work. 
It is not believed today that the 
bureau which grows out of the con­ 
solidation will lie comjM'lled to look 
after tin- m atter of (tensions. 
There 
was an Intimation that pensions, as 
sin ii, would be placed under tin* con­ 
trol of the new organization, hut the 
belief seems to la* that such an addi­ 
tion to tin* work would cripple the 
machinery and delay immcdiute step* 
for r e l i e f of conditions a* they exist. 
Brigadier General Sawyer Is not to 
la* a member of the committee which 
will fram e the work of reorganization 


and take means to insure speedy relief 
for the men who need it so hadlv. 
General Sawyer, however, will be con­ 
sulted frequently on questions which 
pertain to the rehabilitation of the 
sick. 
It is not the intention of the Amer­ 
ican Legion to recede from its de­ 
mands for permanent hospitals. 
Mon­ 
ey has been appropriated for new hos­ 
pitals. and it is the intention of the 
Legion to stand by its guns in this 
matter, although there have been at­ 
tempts to make It retreat from its 
position. 
It may ho considered as 
only 
a 
guess, hut I think it is fairly safe to 
say that before long the public health 
service will he In full charge of the 
work of rehabilitating the physically 
disabled. 
Short Hearings, Quick Results. 
The committee never Intended ta j 
have long hearings. 
Men who have 
the good of the soldiers at heart are 
sick of long hearings. 
In fact, one 
or two of them said that if certain 
hearings had gone on much longer, 
the hearers would im vc 
been 
com­ 
pelled to seek 
rehospltalizatlon 
for 
themselves. 
The ex-service men on 
the committee are going to (nit the : 
drive through. 
Congress will know ail 
about it on April 12, and the President 
ought to know all about it iii time to 
put recommendations contained in the 
committee** report Into the last pages 
of his message, and yet have time In , 
advance of its delivery to give the ad­ 
dress to the news associations of the 
country. 
It cannot he sold definitely In what 
department of government the new or- 
gamzntion will be placed, nor what as­ 
sistant secretary will have charge of 
the work, but It can he tnken for 
granted that the direction of affairs 
will he placed in the deportment hest 
fitted to do the work, and in the 
hands of an assistant secretary whose 
heart will he iii his Job.
